Kino of Pruffia, and Diderot; he had deferibed the 
nican^ employed, and led us from haunt to haunt inh. itco 
by the impious pretenders to philofophy, whether at court 
or petty meetings of female adepts, where every one ranked 
in fciencc according to the impiety or blafphemy of his 
di feourfe. 

Thole l iders that inhabited Paris affembled, under the 
direction of D’Alembert, at the hotel of a Baron D’Hol- 
bach ; there did thefe men begin to confpire againft Mo- 
narchy as they h i confpired againft Chriftianity; and from 
that club may be laid to have iflued the Sophiftcrs of Im- 
piety coale feed with thole of Rebellion, forming the Ant 
monarchical Confpiracy. Le Roy , the fdcrctary of that 
fociety, repentant when he beheld the revolution, thus 
deferibes the club : “ The following were our occupations ;

principles of the candidates. l ive figti and word were 
idoptcJ. bunds were produced by admilEon fees, loans, 
and voluntary con ibutions of the “ ArijhcratiP Taxes 
alfo of one penny per month were levied on the indivi- 
duals of the afluckiuon, and were generally tranfraitted 
through regular gradations to the High Superiors. Many 
changes, however, took place on this fubjedt, and latterly 
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three-pence per month was levied. Thefe funds were 
not even entrufted to the Provincial Committees ; but 
a member of the Executive attended to carry away the 
monies as foon as they were received. — It is true, indeed, 
that the Executive accounted to the Provincial Committee 
once every three months.

The County and Provincial 
Committees were to he compofcd of the fecretaries, trea- 
furers and a delegate from the Committees immediately 
under them —(Ibid. No. 11 .) Ireland was fubdiv.dcd into 
its four Provinces, and its thirty-two Counties; butasfocn 
as two County Committees were fo.med, the Provincial 
Committee of that province was to be chofen. When two 
Provincial Comm- wees had been elcAed, the National was 
formed of five members from each Provincial Committee. 

No peifon whatever could mention the names of com- 
mittee-men: they were not even known to thofe who had 
elected them in the cafe of the National or Executive 
Committee, the fecretaries of the Provincial that examu 
the ballot only informing ihe perfons who had the majo- 
rity of votes, without reporting to the Electors. I bus 
was the focictv entirely governed by unknown Superiors. 

When any queftions were propofed in an inferior lo- 
ciety, and this focictv wifhed to tranfmit them to other 
focietks (either to get information on the fubjeft, or for 
any other reafon) it was to fend them to the committee 
under whole immediate direction it might he. 

Strange members were admitted to the meetings (or, ns 
they termed it, “ to the honours of the fitting ” ) on pro- 
ducing their credentials; but the fecretaries made no re- 
turns in their prefence. 

A teft was taken by every candidate previous to his 
admiflion, in a f.pmate room, in prefence of his two fpon- 
fors and of a member delegated by the Mailer for that 
purpofe. The teft was declared to be “ a facial and fa- 
crcd compaSlf and was in the words following : “ I, A. B. 
u do voluntarily declare, that I will perfevere in endea- 
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u vouring to form a brotherhood of a fleet inn amoqg 
<( Irifhmen ot every religions per fu a linn, and that I will 
“ alfo perfevere in my endeavours to obtain an equal, fu 1, 
u and adequate reprefentation of all the people of Ire- 
“ land. I do farther declare, that neither hope nor fears, 
1C rewards nor punifhmcms, fhall ever induce me, directly 
“ or indirectly, to inform or give evidence againft any

Dublin, Eelfaft, and Newry, were now b come the 
head-quarters of the new confpiracy. The latter town 
even enjoyed the cxciufive privilege of printing the con- 
futations of the aflbeiation, till by a decree of the 7th De- 
cember 1796 it was refolved, that they fhould be printed 
in three different parts of the Kingdom for convent ency*s 
fake. A delegate was alfo deputed from thence into the 
county of Cavan and the province of Lcinfter, where he 
founded a number of focieties. The whole county of 
Antrim was foon in a ferment; its inhabitants were dif- 
fenters, whofe religious tenets bordered on democracy. — 
The new-fangled Rights of Man began to be the favourite 
theme of all the difeontented in Europe ; Paine’s Works 
were profufely diftributed among the Irifh ; publications 
of all forts and fizes were circulated, holding out “ Igns- 
£t ranee as the demon ol difeord — Union , as power, wif- 
4C dom, and the road to liberty,” and teaching the riling 
brotherhood “ that a more unjuft con fti tut ion could not 
u be devifed, than that which condemned the natives of a 
“ country to perpetual fervitude under the arbitrary do- 
“ minion of flaves and ftrangers ; — that the firfi and indif- 
“ penfablc condition of the laws in a free if ate is, the affehc 
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of thofc whi fe obedience they require — — that the

In future, the bufinefs that will chiefly occupy the 
Committees will he reports on men, arms, and money, 
which latter article appears to have been a fUbjefl of great 
contention- Each degree thought ltfclf intitled to dil- 
pofe of at kaft a part of their funds ; and fuch had been 
the law originally ; but the High Superiors found it necel- 
fary to declare, that no Committee below the County 
fhould be empowered to difpofe of the funds. Soon after 
this power was confined to the Provincial, and ultimately 
one of the Executive Directors always attended at the 
provincial Committee to carry away with him to the Na- 
tional Committee whatever contributions had been levied 
on the brotherhood. The jealoufy of the brotherhood 
obliged the National Committee at one time to liiue 
a proclamation, declaring that not “ one penny of their 
money bad boa: expended any other way than that it 
was intended for The vigilance of Government great- 
ly contributed to augment the expenccs of the Sefl, 
as many of the members were taken up and brought to 
'trial. Thefe were defended at the expence of the bro- 
therhood. A regular Committee for the defence of pri- 
soners travelled the circuits ; and the eminent talents of 
Mr. Curran (employed at a great expence) will ever Hand 
a voucher that jufticc was done the prifoners wherever he 
was prefent. Large fums were fubferibed by all claffes, 
and the duped ariftocrats (or, as one of the fecretanes 
(Ivies them, the Arajiorrkks) contributed at one finite 
fubfeription, in the county of Antrim, 37 + *• thc 
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fpring affixes of 1797, keld in the county of Down, 75 ^* 
were expended, and a fafe com y.ince k 1 been procured 
to the prifoners that were confined in the jail of mat 
county.

To return to the new military organization of die Scfl.

The reader has already feen 
how c: .'illy the correfponding fc.de coincided with Weif- 
haupt’s Illuminifm ; but when the military formation be- 
gan to take effiea, and the m mbers inercafed beyond all 
excitation, it was deemed ncccflary to extend and change 
certain parts of this feale. Greater danger attending the 
taking of arms, the individual focieties began to fplit as 
foon as their numbers amounted to twelve. 1 hcle v. ere 
to he near neighbours, thc better to watch ovei c~ch 
other’s actions and to enlure lecrecy. t he fccrc t; . .. s 
-lone were to form the higher committees. They were 
the bearers of all orders from the higher to the lower 
degrees; they reported the progrefs made by, and thc views 
of, ihe licit, in as much a- it was thought ncceffary to let 
them into the fee ret ; for we find that even the County 

Com- 
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Committees were not in the fecret as to the nature of the 
engagements entered into with the French. What un- 
happy deluded people then were the lower affociators, who 
were informed of nothing, but were to be the mere 
agents of rebellion and murder, and were hurried on into 
this abyfs of horrors by a few political libertines who 
grafped at dominion, and wilhed to wade to the helm of 
the ftate through the blood of their countrymen ! Ne- 
verthelefs, every petty piece of information that was 
tranfmitted to the lower degrees was fly led a Report to 
the; r Conjiit ue nt s. 

According to the new fcale it was ordained, that ten

When committees had been appointed in two counties, 
the Provincial Committee was formed of two delegates 
fiom each, and the National Committee (or the Execu- 
tive) of five delegates from each of the four Provincial 
Committees, though the National Committee was formed 
as foon as two Provincial Committees had been elected. 

A part of this Executive was flationary in each province ; 
and it appears that Dublin, Cork, and Galway, were their 
refidence in three provinces ; but with refpetl to Ulffer, 
it does not appear whether Belfafl, Armagh, or Newry, 
could claim the honour. From this new formation, 
each upper Baronial will be found to contain a regiment

It appears on the evidence of John Hughes ( Lord 
No. L) a printer of Belfaft* that the delegate was a Mr. 
Bonham , who was accompanied by Citizen Baity and the 
younger Binns. I he latter, who was introuuced to 
Hughes by Quigley, faid that he had diftributed moft ot 
the printed add relies, and defired to have an addition 
of them printed. Accordingly a thou fond were printed, 
and three guineas paid for them by a perfon of Belfaft. 

During this month a regular military committee was 
appointed by the Executive, “ to confider and digeft iuch

On the 27th of February it was reported, that the 
AfTociation had at that time fourteen delegates in France, 
and that there had been held in London a meeting of all 
the delegates of England and Scotland. In March, the 
brotherhood of the province oi Leinftcr fuftained a con- 
fide table fhock, by the an eft oi ionic of its leading mem- 
bers ; but on the 25th of the fame month it appears, that 
die Provincial Committee cl Leinfter had perfectly re- 
u covered from the fliock; they (the delegates of Leinftcr) 
were only four days from the time they were taken before 
they had the whole province in a complete ftatc of orga- 
1C nization ; the Government had alfo taken three of the 
w Executive, but there were three appointed in their place 
“ the very evening after the y were taken.” How truly does 
this demon ft rate WeifhaupPs affertion, that when he once 
has properly organized his bands, he will bid defiance to all 
his opponents. 

Another principle of that prototype of rebellion had, 
unfortunately, been too well underftoed by the founders 
of the Irifh brotherhood, and that was to make tlicm- 
felrcs mailers of the education of youth.

This gave rife to inquiries, and it was found 
that no lets than 4000 pikes had been ordered for Pert! 
befide thofe wanted for Edinburgh. It was fan her difeo- 
icn. !, that this Watt was a member of the Committee cf 
Ways and AL.’rs delegated from the remnants of the 
Convention ; that he had in this committee read a plan

This grand 
flan was ccrnmmrcatcd to the Societies by means of tra-* 
veiling adepts, who had a certificate authorizing them to 
call the Societies. It was not figned, but feals were 
attached to the ccmmiflion. The plan executed, and t.^e 
« Arhhcrais feiviif couriers were to be fent to the 
r on nt ry with ibe news. In Walt'* houfe were alfo found 
the \ pcs of the hand-bill contained in Appendix A, No. I. 
and dated Dundee, April 12, i794> which was diflributed 
among the Fencibles, to ftir them up to revolt. The 
manner of distributing them is worthy of remark, as being 
common to England as well as to Scotland. Downie^ who 
was alfo a member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and who was convicted with II ait, after giving 
feme to a perfon who was to dlftribute them, “ dc fired 
him to throw the parcel on the floor j and if any body 
« afked him where he got it, he might fay he found it.” 
A fliort time after, thefe hand-bills found their way to 
the foldicrs in gar ri Ion at Dalkeith, — (See the Trials of 
JFatt and Dcwme, in AuguJI and September, 1794.) 

On the 12th of April, 1797, England wltacTed the 
awful fight of its fleet in open mfurrcclion. Here, as on 
land, we find oaflis of fecr^cv and of union, delegates, 
and accord of fyftem pervading the' whole mutiny. At 
Portfmouth it w$s happily quelled, in a great degree, by 
the 20th of April \ f ine ftraggling ftups would indeed 
ftiow fymptotns of revolt, from lime to time, both there 
and at Plymouth: at length the great mutiny at ti; Nore 
broke out on the 12th of May, and was kq! fuppreffied till 
the month of June. Many of the mutineers were brought 
to trial ; and Parker, their leader, was hanged on the 30* 
of June- No authentic document appeared on thefe trials, 
5 indeed. 
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Indeed, that could conncfl mis mutiny with the fee ret 
foe ie ties on land 3 but, if we Io j k to dates, it will be 
evident that the Cor refunding Soiirty did not view this 
in fur region of the fleet with an Indifferent eye, I here 
allude to the papers that appeared on the trial of a man 
of the name of Fe Howes, who had been a journeyman 
carpenter b r r he took to trie patriot:*: line; 1 ■ was 
tried at MaiJftona on the 13th of March, T79S (Ins 
trial having been deferred at his own rcqucfl) and fen- 
fenced to two ye;rs imprifbnmem. The account of the 
tranfi&ion given by the priforv r, as appeared in evidence, 
is as fallows: “ That he lodged at a Mr. Wi attends

<c 1 %th of Afa)\ 1797 (the fleet in full mutiny) directed 
“ to Mr. W ratten, by a Charing-cmfs coach. The wife

He accordingly did fo $ read 
EC one of them, and none of the Jbdetv made any ob- 
c< jct 3 ron. He then laid them on the tabic, and the 
t£ members of the fociety helped themftlves as they thought 
a proper ” (or, perhaps, found them, as was the cafe 
wdth the hand-bills in Scotland). Some of the bills were
